NEW YORK, June 14.—District Attor- 
ney William Travers Jerome this morn- 
ing answered the arraignment of him-| 
self made yesterdy by Gov. Joseph 
Folk-of Missouri, | 


“With a great deal of interest I have | 
read Gov. Folk's. interview,’* he said. 
“and I heartily concur in very much! 
that he says regarding the ‘awekening . 
of, public consciences,’ and it being ‘a | 
dangerous thing for -the public to per- 
mit a prosecutor to decline to prosecute | 
the guilty merely because the Appellate 
Court might remand the case for an- 
other trial.’ 

“My own experience served as a ba- 
sis for this statement, which must have 
appeared to him to have been an un- 
gracious, entirely uncalled for and un- 
just criticism of him. I doubt if many 
people in the country have appreciated 
as clearly as I have appreciated these 
enormous difficulties with which he has 
had to deal as Circuit Attorney of St. 
Louis in conducting the prosecutions 
against the boodlers in that city and 
later when as Governor he endeavored 
to enforce laws which I have alwavs be- 
lieved could not be permanently. en- 


fered froir*him In matters of judgment 


in these matters, his sincerity of pur- 
pose and earnestness of effort to Live 
up to the duties imposed by law tpon 
him, have always excited my unquali- 
fied admiration and no one can be fa- 
miliar with his career without feeling 
that to his own State and the country 
at large, he has rendered distinct and 
valuable services. 


Interview Half Wrong. 


“When I have been quoted substantial- 
ly correct it has never been my prac- 
tice to deny the interview, although the 
form and absence of qualification may 
have tended to convey talse impressions 
im regard to portions of what I had 
said. J assume responsibility for the 
interview in which I said “Take the ex- 
ample of Folk, there were dozens of in- 
dictments followed by convictions in the 
lower courts, but these were thrown out 
in the higher courts. Folk went up to 
a higher position, and the blame fell up- 
on his successor.’ ”’ 

“This was in substance and spirit a 
correct .report of what I said, although 
the form and absence of qualification 
was such as to convey a false impres- 
sion of what I actually said in regard 
to Gov. Folk. The Governor was not 
the point of the interview, any more 
than the Lexow Committee was and I 
believe that had space permitted and 
memory been sufficiently accurate in re- 
porting what was said in regard to Gov. 
Folk that there would have been en- 
tire concurrence of opinion between the 
Governor and myself.”’ 

Mr. Jerome’s attention -was called to 
the fact that Gov. Folk specifically de- 
nied ever giving him any advice in re- 
lation to the insurance prosecutions. 

“Quite true,’’ replied ‘the District At- 
torney, “‘but there is an exchange of 
views between men in the public eye 
quite unknown to the general public. 
Norman Hapgood reported Gov. Folk 
to me.- Men like Hapgood and Lincoln 
Steffens are in constant touch with 
men like Gov. Folk of Missouri and Gov. 
Deneen of Illinois. Mr. Hapgood, who 
had lunch with me one day, took occa- 
sion to tell me of conversations he had 
with these men on the Perkins case. 
Such was my authority in quoting the 
Governor as agreeing with the stand I 
had taken in regard to the difficulties 
of conducting an ultimately successful 
prosecution against Perkins for larceny 
for contributing to the Republican cam- 
paign fund. 

“What I have said I shall not deny. 
| stand by my guns, F 

“I believe I have said that criminal 
prosecution, with reversal in the higher 
coufts, was not a beneficial thing. Such 
is still my view. Further, I believe that 
no system of laws can be devised. un- 
der which an English-speaking people 
would live, to provide evidence for 
prospecting attorneys. .Statutes oniy 
prescribe what are offenses, but men 
cannot be punished for offenses unless 
legal evidence is forthcoming that they 
are guilty. 

“The public does not distinguish often 
between statutes defining offenses “and 
evidence showing people guilty under 
those statutes. The result is that. when 
presecutions have failed. the public 
blames the law and if the person ac- 
cused happens to be a man of wealth 
and influence a distressing feeling grows 
up quite generally that no man of 
wealth or power can be convicted of 
crime. 

“The reason that men of wealth or 
power, who have committed crime, are 
so seldom convicted fs not on account of 
prosecuting attorneys failing to proceed 
against them, or of juries failing to con- 
vict, but that the rich man does not 
have to be personally in as close a re-; 
lation to the facts constituting the: 
crime 48 some poor fellow, he exigency 
of whose situation is grave. The clags 
of crimes the rich commit are general- 
ly those in connection with trade, com- 
merce or finance, and what is done 
wrong is not done by them personally. 
but by some agent, whose action has 
been controlled by the rich and power- 
ful man. 

“The result is that the connection be- 
tween the one who actually does the 
act and the person ultimatele resp ott 
sible ts often remete. Buz to bring the 
person really responsible to justice he 
has te be connected by legal evidence 
with the doer of the act and as ust-

Thousands Penniless. 


The case was extremely pathetic. A 
family of ll, every one of whom had 
a long-accumulating savings account at 
the bank, was rendered absolutely pen- 
niless. Hundreds of others, finding 
themselves in a similar plight, were 
compelled to seek the assistance of 
friends and relatives living at a dis- 


tance. 

Then followed the revelations of rot- 
tenness in connection with the manage- 
ment of the bank. The Post-Dispatch 
called on the present Secretary of State, 
John E. Swanger,-to make a searching 
investigation of the bank's affairs, 
Swanger’s investigations, coupled with 
information gathered by the Post-Dis- 
patch reporters, shows that the bank 
had been in a failing condition since 


1908.

ACCUSED MEN ARE RICH 
Thirty-Eight Men and Four

Kept at Night in Buildings 
With Barred Windows and 
Locked Doors, 


United States Marshal Morsey at Cape 
Girardeau said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter over the long distance telephone 
Thursday that he had found evidence 
of peonage and Violation of civil rights 
on the Smith farm near Sikeston, Mo., 
where he arrested six men Wednesday 
on warrants issued by Federal authori- 
ties in St. Louis. 

The charge against the prisoners js 
that they have held in practical slavery 
42 negroes, four of them women, who 
were brought from the South to work 
on 4000 acres of reclaimed land owned 
by a syndicate known as Smith Bros. 
and composed of Charles M. Smith, 
James E. Smith and Rex Smith. The 
Smiths are rated as the wealthiest men 
at Sikeston, a town of 200 inhabitants. 


Charles M. Smith and “his_ son, 
Charlies M. Smith Jr., surrendered to 
Beputy Marshal Nall in St. Louis 


Wednesday and after giving bonds of. 


$5000 each, signed by S. E. Newhouse 
.of the Frisco System, they were taken 
to Cape Girardeau, where all of the 
prisoners will have a _ preliminary 
hearing before United States Commis- 
sioner Kage. 

Federal authorities will ask Judge 
Finkeinburg Friday to impanel a special] 
grand jury to sit at Cape Girardeau and 
make an inquiry into the charges 
against the prisoners.

Negroes Who Escaped. 


Warrants against all ef the prison- 


ers were issued on complaint of John 
Reed gud Henry Stokes, who escaped 
from the farm and came to St. Louis 
two weeks ago. 

They said that they were hired in 
Memphis by Charles M. Smith Jr., and 
that. when they arrived at the farm 
thev, with 40 other negroes, were held 
prisoners and treated cruelly. They 
said that they were to receive $1.50 a 
day with board, or $2 a day without 
board, but that this promise was not 
kept, and» that they received only small 
sums of money occasionally to prevent 
them from rising in force against their 
keepers. . 

Marshal Morsey said Thursday that 
his raid on the farms ewned by the 
Smiths had convinced him that there 
was truth in the charges made by the

the negroes have been. held prisoners 
were leased to William Woods and Lee 
Rogers. We arrived at the Rogers farm 
first and were met by Mrs. Rogers, who 
told us that her husband was in the 
field with a gang of negroes.

IMMIGRATION ROLL 


UP TO A MILLION 


Arrivals for Year Ending June 
80 Greatest in New 
York History. 


NEW YORK, June 14.—Commissioner 
Watchorn said today that the immigra- 
tion through this port alone for. the 
year ending June 30 would reach the 
enormous total of 1,000,000 persons, This 
will be a record for the port of New 
York. 

The year closing June 39, 1905, saw 
1,026,499 immigrants enter all ports of 
the nation, but this year promises for 
the port of New York alone’to equal 
the total last year for the whole Unit- 
fed States, 
| Up to June 1 of this year a total 
'of 870,000 aliens had been received at 
| Ellis Island. By the end of the month 
,;ehough more are expected to bring the 
total to 1,000,000, perhaps even to 
1,200,000, 

For the first eight months of the pres- 
ent fiscal year the total immigration 
into the entire country figured up 
648,511, as against 523,018 for the cor- 
responding period last year. The great 
rush has been in the last four months. 
It is probable the immigration officials 
Say, that the prospect of a new immi- 
gration law to be passed by Congress, 
imposing greater restrictions, has quick- 
ened the tide floodings here. 

The immigrants are from every coun- 
try in Europe, the Austro-Hungarians 
predominating. Next come the Italians, 
of whom 250.900 or an average of 200 
to every 10.000 of Italy’s population, 
came to the United States in 1905. 
Next in numbers come the Russians. 

The number of excluded immigrants 








in May last exceeded all records by 600. 
THe total cient te excluded was 1753. 
In spite of this tremendous immigra- 
tion 31 per cent settle in the State of 
New York, principally in New York 
City; 20 per cent in Pennsylvania, 
per cent each in Illinois and Maasa- 
chusetts, 5% per cent each in New Jer- 
sey and Ohio. In these six States set- 
tles 76 per cent of the entire immigra- 
tion. 

Of the remaining 24 per cent the 
Southern States get such a meagre 
share that they have just organized a 
bureau to divert a larger volume of 
immigration to that section. 


MYSTERIOUS AFFLICTIONS 


Man Struck b ‘Lightning Be- 
wilders Medical Men.

DES MOINES, Io.. June 14.-—A_ side 
of John Larson's head shows a dozen 
holes, as though pierced through with 
a needle. He is subject to a blindness, 
which come on with a sudden increase 
in the light and as mysteriously passes 
away: his limbs are paralyzed one day 
and seemingly sound the next. He is a 
plumber of this city and was struck 
by lightning two weeks ago. 

Larson was working on a job of 
Plumbing when: the bolt .struck him. 
Fellow workmen carried his supposed 
lifeless form to his home, where physi- 
cians said that he still lived. After re- 
maining unconscious for hours he re- 
vived. He suffers little pain. From the 
minute holes upon the side of the head 
no blood or other substance Issues. 
Physicians say that the cavities seem 
dry and burned out. If the sun sudden- 
ly emerges from a cloud on a dark day 
Larson immediately loses his sight and 
is unable to see for several hours. Phy- 
Sicians are unable to determine whether 
the man will live long in his present 
condition.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., June 14.—What 
punishment will the court endeavor to 
inflict upon Hardy N. Bradford of Flora 
in the event of capture or volutary ap- 
pearance in the court to answer the 
Summons charging contempt? 

Will the court accept the statement 
of James Drennan, private secretary to 
Justice Ricks, to the effect that Brad- 
ford lied when he mentioned Drennan as 
the person who would be able to get a 
certain ‘decision from the Supreme 
Court for a $10,000 consideration? 

Will the justices prosecute the inves- 
further if State’s Attorney 
Reaugh fails to answer the summons 
that threatens his disbarment, or if 
Bradford is not apprehended and does 
not voluntarily return? 

How was the copy of the opinion in 
the Hudleston will case, which was 
shown to Judge B. D. Monroe and other 
persons at Louisville, obtained? 

What changes will be made in the 
rules governing the conduct of the court 
to prevent future important opinions 
from leaking before their regular an- 
nouncement by the tribunal? 

These are a few of the numerous 
questions asked at the capital today 
as a result of the recent sensational 
disclosures before the Illinois Supreme 
Court. 

No More Secretaries? 

The fifth question is probably the 
most import. It: is of such importance 
as possibly to mean the discontinuance 
of the services of private secretaries 
to the Judges. Each of the seven Su- 
preme Court Justices is allowed a pri- 
vate secretary at a salary of $1800 per 
annum. The positions are considered 
exceptionally good. ones, but all the 
private secretaries must be sacrificed, 
it is believed, if no other plan can be 
adopted for protecting the secrecy of 
the Supreme Court proceedings. 

Other safeguards, too, must be thrown 
around the conference room. It is fig- 
ured that no less than 20 persons, in ad- 
dition to the clerk’s force, have access 
to the conference room at all times, 
and this number does not include the 
various persons about the printing of- 
fice, where the opinions are put into 
type. Under the prevailing procedure 
a vote is taken among the Justices when 


he sends it to the official reporter, who 
has it printed and then mails a copy to 
each of the seven Judges. This copy is 
used in the conference room, where the 
Judges finally pass upon the case. 

In many instances advance informa- 
tlon concerning Supreme Court deci- 
sions might be of no consequence, but 
there are times when the moat invio- 
late secrecy is imperative. For  in-

Terrell was standing in the concrete 
pit behind the butts, staring upward to 
watch the striking point of the bullet.

Not Taken to Barracks. 


The cavalryman sank to the ground 
with a moan and his brother soldiers 
who were on marking duty hastened to 
his aid. He was carried to the range 
nospiial, where Contract Surgeon B. R. 
Byars examined him and said the wound 
was likely to prove fatal. Terrell was 


so badly hurt that it was considered in- 
advisable for him to be removed to 
Jefferson Barracks. 

The injured man is a negro and has 
been in Uncle Sam’s military service for 
some time. He is about 25 years old. 

The accident is said to be probably 
the first of its nature in the history of 
the army rifle range. The Government 
tried to provide against such contingen- 
cies after the Spanish-American and 
Philippine war periods by making ex- 
tensive improvements, and the Arcadia 
range is considered one of the finest in 
the United States. 

The targets stand on an embankment 
300 yards in length. There are eight of 
them in the Arcadia range, and each 
is 8 to 6 in dimensions, on which a bull's 
eve. reclining or standing figures could 
be imprinted. The figure is marked on 
paper, which is inclosed by a framework 
composed of narrow bands of steel. 

Behind the embankment is a con- 
crete pit, 125 feet wide and of con- 
siderable depth. In this pit a squad 
of men is stationed, each behind a 
target, which he watches closely. He 
bears a rod, to which can be attached 
various colored signals, and after a 
shot is fired he can tell by the crash- 
ing of the bullet through the paper 
that his target has been struck. 

By a mechanical system he lowers 
the target to a horizontal position, 
examines it, learns where the missile 
struck and signals the result to the 
marksmen and record keeper by shov- 
ing his signal apparatus above the 
edge of the pit. 


Pits Were Deepened. 

In former years these pits were 
neither deep nor wide and the mark- 
er, in order to insure comparative 
safety, was compelled to lie flat on 
the ground and stare upward at the 


target. The frequency -with which 
bullets struck the edge of the em- 
bankment, showering dust and pos- 
sibly heavier particles of rock and 
dirt upon him, endangering his eyes 














to deepen the pits and turn them into 
comparative places of safety. 

It was in one of these pits that 
Terrell stood Tuesday to execute his 
duty as a marker. The name of the 


marksman has not been learned, but 


an official report from Lieut. J. -D. 
Kubnik of the Ninth Cavalry, in com- 
mand of the detachment at Arcadia, is 
expected shortly by the commanding 
officer of Jefferson Barracks.

TAINTED MEAT FINE $60.

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PACKERS A FAILURE 
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Author of “The Jungle’’ Says the People’s 
Horror at the Condemned Meat Indus- 
try Has Blinded Them to the Real Evil, 


the Wage-Earners’ Slavery.

said hefore that my purpose in writing ‘‘The Jungle” 
‘what graft means to the workingman;’’ to 
a picture of the economie process and its consequences. 


When I announced that it was my- intention to choose my charac- 
ters from among our foreign population I was told by all my 
friends that I should fail. The American workingmen, they said, 


care nothing about the foreigner. 


I answered that I chose the foreigner because it is the for- 


eigner who most needed help; 


and that if I could not. make the 


average American sympathize with the story of the foreign-born 
wayve-slave in Packingtown, it would be my own fault, and not 


of my theme. 


Perhaps you are thinking that I suc- 
ceeded in my purpose, but I really do 
not think that I did. It seems to me 
that the furore which “The Jungle’ has 
excited is due not at all to indignation 
Caused by its pictures of the condition 
of the wage slaves of the Beef Trust, 
but to an entirely different matter—one 
which I did not contemplate at the 
time—an accidental discovery upon 
which I stumbled. I mean, of éGourse, 
the condemned meat industry; a thing 
Which affects the middle classes—the 
classes which buy the magazines and 
most of the newspapers. I do not wish 
to be ungracious, but I fear that ‘‘The 
Jungle’’ would have been much longer 
in doing its work had appeal been sim- 
ply to the hearts and consciences of its 
readers and not at all to their stom- 
aches, 

And yet we are tied up in the same 
country with these strangers, and their 
fate is our fate; the way our country 
go¢s in the future depends upon what 
opportunities and what life we give 
them. They are coming here the 
rate of a million a year, and if we 
think that we can allow them to be 
beaten and degraded without limit, and 
not pay a fearful penalty for it our- 
selves, we make a great mistake, 

The whoje country is at this moment 
Struggling against the power of the 
trusts. You yoursel€é are suffering from 
their encroachments and are fighting to 
free yourself. And it is the power of 
the political machine which holds you 
down; and the power of the machine 
is founded upon the foreign vote, Which 
is bought. 

So what I learned in Packingtown 
about the condemned meat industry was 
purely incidenta!. The thing which I 
went there to study was the lives of 
the foreign population. 1 met them in 
their homes and in their union meeting 
rooms at night, and in the daytime I 
would put on old clothes and loaf about 
in the packing houses, where they were 
working. From first to last I talked 
with hundreds of them, and they teld 
me their lives and their troubles, 

Chasing the Rainbow. 

About twelve years ago old P. D. Ar- 
mour, at the close of a great strike, had 
declared with am.oath that he would 
fix the population of Packingtown so 
that it would never call a strike upon 
him again, and so he had set his agents 
at work to bring hordes of emigrants 


from Easter Europe — Lithuanians, 
es and Slovaks. I! met 


Poles, Bohem 

dozens of men*who had come as a direct 
result of his endeavor. Strangers had 
eome to their village—men who spoke 
their own language and were familiar 
with their ideas, and who told wonder- 
ful tales about free America and about 
the great packing factories and the tre- 
mendous wages that were paid there. 
One could get over for almost nothing, 
for arrangements had been made with 
the steamship company, and so they had 
aciq out all that they owned and come, 
sametimes whole families of them, 
sometimes half a dozen families from a 
single village. 

They had poured into Packingtown 
one swarm after another, and, as a re- 
sult, old P. D. Armour had had all the 
labor he could use and had beaten down 
wages to the starvation point and made 
himself one of the richest men in Amer- 
ica and his son one of the half-dozen 
masters of the destiny of the American 


at 


people. 
These poor strangers had been plun- 


dered from the moment they left their 
native village. They were not accus- 
tomed to travel; they were doing some- 
thing ‘bold and new, and anyone who 
wore a blue uniform with brass buttons 
could frighten them into parting with 
their money. They were held up for all 
sorts of fees before they got out of thell 
own country, and again before they go 
on the steamer, and again when they 
landed in America and were taken in 
charge by agents of immigrant boarding 
houses. Then when they reached Chi- 
cago they had been lost In a perfect 
wilderness. of graft. 

There was the ‘‘buying-a-home” swin- 
die. for instance. All the facts which | 
have given in “The Jungie” regarding 
this matter I got directly from a man 
who had been in the business for many 
years. He was an agent, of course; he 
explained to me that he had made noth- 
ing but a bare living out of it himself. 
All the profits went to the owners of 
the compatiy, several of whom were big 
packers, and one a prominent politician. 
That meant, of course, that the com- 
pany has its own way with its tenants 
whenever it came to a dispute. The 
tenants found that out, with the result 
they learned to pay whatever they were 
told to pay... 

They bought a house, which they were 
told was new, and they found that noth- 
ing was néw about it but the paint. 
And even the paint was roiten. The | 
weatherboards were rotten, and the 
shingles also, and, at every gale of 
wind, something would shake loose, 
The plaster in the ceiling would give 
way, the water pipes would burst, and, 
of course. there were no sewers to the 











house, and the drainage of a generation | 


would be ip # cesapool underneath it. 





Then some day an officious settlement 
worker would come along and discover 
disease and death lurking in the prem- 
Ises, and makes a complaint to the 
health board, and the unfortunate own- 
er of the house, who ‘was struggling to 
pay his rent and keep his family from 


Starvation, would find himself liable to‘ 


4n assessment for putting in a sewer, 
and to an assessment for sidewalks, 
and so on. 

If he were renting the house just as 
soon as this had happened up would go 
the rent! And the consequence of this 
is that every tenant endeavored to keep 
his premises as filthy and squalid as 
possible, so that he could keep down the 
rent. The more ambitious of the new 
arrivals, of course, bought their home, 
and when they found how high the cost 
of living was in America and how fre- 
quently the packing houses shut down 
and turned them off, and how frequent- 
ly they met with accidents and were 
laid up, they were unable to pay their 
regular installments and forfeited all 
that they had paid, and the house be- 
came the property of the company, 
which rented it over and over again in 
precisely the same way. 


A Fountain of Filth. 


As a consequence of this condition the 
filth and squalor in which the people 
live is beyond belief. The country is 
now convulsed with horror over the 
revelations of filth in the packing 
houses, but anyone who goes there and 
studies the subject carefully will real- 
ize that the conditions are inevitable 
—that brutalized and degraded working 
people of the type that is found in 
Packingtown would be unfit to” prepare 
the food supply of the hogs they kill. 

The typical tenement hotise in Pack- 
ingtown is a two-story frame building 
having four small rooms on a floor. A 
floor will be rented by a family which 
will then take in boarders to help 
make expenses. Single men, of whom 
there are large numbers, occasionally 
rent a flat for themselves. Most of the 
Poles and Slavs with whom I talked 
said that they were saving up money 
to get away from America ‘because the 
work was too hard for them to stand. 
They live sometimes as many as 13 in 
a room, renting a room and employing a 
woman to cook for them co-operatively. 
They have mattresses spread on the 
floor, covered with blankets, which are 
never changed until they wear out: and 
frequently the same mattress is owned 
by a day man and a night man and 
thus never gets a chance to gat cold. 

The filth and vermin in these 
of course, beyond any words; 
neediess to say, in the winter time no 
fresh air ever gets into the building. 
Living in homes such as this and work- 
ing 1#*or 12 hours a day under terrific 
pressure—and liable to work 14 in rush 
seasons, the men have very little vital- 
itv left and know no way to spend their 
money except in drinking. 

People found fault with me because | 
made “The Jungle’ such a black and 
tragic story; they said that-it would 
not succeed unless I gave the scene some 
relief. l answered that I wished to 
write a book which should be above all 
things else true; that I *had studied 
conditions carefully in Packingtown, and 
that I could not see that the people had 
any happiness whatever in their lives, 
except such as came from drink. 

My critics would point out to 
“t'nele Tom's Cabin,” the model 
which I was expected to work. 

“There are scenes of merriment and 
fun in ‘Uncle Tom’s Cabin,'”’ they 
would say, “and do you mean to say 
that you think the average condition of 
the people in Packingtown is worse than 
of the slave before the war?’ ) 

I answered: “Il do, indeed. The 
‘Uncle Tom’s Cabin’ lived in 
and the workers in Pack- 
ingtown never see a green. field. The 
former were well clothed and fed—it 
was their master’s interest to see to it. 
nobody's interest to see that 
slaves of the Beef Trust are 
any time in their lives. In 
the same way, nine-tenths of the black 
slaves were taken care of when they 
grew old. But a cattle butcher is an ola 
man at 40, and his master never saw 
him and does not care whether he dies 
at once of drags out his existence as a 
tramp.” 

A Lest “Junagie”’ Sermon. 

When I had finished “The Jungie’ 1 
went through it and cut out everything 
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will rebuild a broken-down, 
coffee-ruined system. 


Get the little book, “The 
Road to Wellville,” in pkgs. 
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® sounded like preaching. Here is 
one of the paragraphs which I cut out— 


the best statement I 
this question: 

Once upon a time a great-hearted 
woman set forth the sufferings of the 
plack chattel-slave and roused a conti- 
nent to arms. She had many things in 
her favor which cannot be counted on 
by him who would paint the life of the 
modern slave—the slave of the factory, 
the sweatshop and the mine. The lash 
which drives the latter cannot either be 
seen or heard; most people do not be- 
lieve that it exists—it is the cant of the 
philanthropist and the political conyen- 
tion that it does not exist. This slave 
is never hunted by bloodhounds: he is 
not beaten to pieces by picturesque vil- 
jains, nor does he die in ecstacies of re- 
ligious faith. His religion is but another 
snare of the oppressors, and the bitter- 
est of his misfortunes; the hounds that 
hunt him are disease and accident, and 
the villain who murders him is merely 
the prevailing rate of wages. 

“And who can thrill the reader with 
the tale of a man-hunt, in which the 
hunted is a lousy and ignorant for-

of consumption, diptheria and typhoid? 
Who can make a reméence out 
of the stery of a man whose 
one life adventure 1s the scratch- 
ing of a finger by an infected 
butche knife, with a pine box and a 
pauper’s grave as the denouement? And 
yet it may be just as painful to die 
of blood poisoning as to be beaten to 
death; to be tracked by bloodhounds 
and torn to pieces is most certainly a 
merciful fate compared to that which 
falls to thousands every year in Pack- 
ingtown—to be hunted for life by bitter 
poverty, to be ill elothed and  badiy 
housed, to be weakened by starvation, 
cold and exposure, to be laid low by 
sickness or accident—and then to lie 
and watch while the gaunt wolf of hun- 
ger creeps in ,upon and gnaws out the 
heart of you and tears up the bodies 
and souls of your wife and babies.”

PRESIBENT'S UNCLE 
ROBERT IS DEAL 


Succumbs After Illness Extend- 
ing Over a Period of Sev- 
eral Months, 


SAYVILLE, L. I. June 14.—Robert 
RB. Roosevelt, uncle of the President, 
died here early today. He had been 
{ll for several months. Roosevelt has 
‘been a Democrat since the Civil War. 

Hie was born in New York Aug. 7, 
1829, w admitted to the bar in 1851 
and practiced for 20 years, but inher- 
iting a fortune, retired. He became 
interested in field sports and in the 
protection and preservation of game; 
framed and secured the passage of a 
bill creating the New York Fisheries 
Commission, and was president of the 
commission for 20 years. 

For several years he was editor of 
the New York Citizen. He was a New 
York Alderman, a Brooklyn Bridge 
Commissioner, member of Congress 
from 1873 to 1875, chairman of the 
Executive Committee of Seventy in its 
fight gern the Tweed ring, United 
States inister to the Netherlands 
from 1880 to 1890; treasurer of the 
National Democratic Committee at 
the time of Cleveland's second elec- 
tion, president of the Sons of the 
American Revolution and a member 
of all the committees to assist the 
Boers in‘their contest with England. 
He was president of the Holland So- 
clety and of the Founders and Pa- 
triote of America.

Graw, O’Connor, Griffith and Comiskey? 
All the newspaper criticism or grand 
stand abuse in the world will not knock 
a good player out. 

Neither Ask Nor Give Quarter. 


‘If anything makes me sick it is to 
hear big, strong young fellows run- 
ning about crying that they did not 
get a square deal from a manager of 
a newspaper or the people. Managers 
are looking for good ball players, and 
when a man shows signs of being 
one, not all the people in the world 
or all the newspapers can make them 
let go of him. 

“I am in business now, and often 
customers come along and complain 
of my men. If I have a good man not 
all the customers in St. Louis will get 
me to let him go. 7 

“When I was playing ball and had 
my arm I would be ashamed if 
could not do what any other young 
man could. When I lost my arm I 
could not throw and had to take a 
back seat there. But when I was 
batting I asked no quarter and gave 
none. Same way on the bags. I went 
in for keeps, spared no baseman and 
did not expect them to spare me when 
they came my way. 

“That is all that these kids of Jim's 
need. Get into the game. Be men. 
Ask no odds of any one and expect 
none.
